Washington, June 22.-— Secretary- 
Root issued the order of the presi- 
dent establishing civil government m 
the Philippines.

"On and after the fourth clay of 
July, 1901, until H shnil be otherwise 
ordered, the president of the Philip- 
pines commission will exercise the 
executive authority hi all civil ajfairsji 
in the government of the Philippine 
islands heretofore exercised in sued 
uffairs by the military governor of 
the Philippines, and to that end llofl. 
Wm. H. Taft, presfdent of the sail* 
commission, is hereby appointed eivfl 
governor of the Philippine islands. 
Such executive atrthority will be ex- 
ercised under, and in conformity to- 
the instructions to the Philippine^ 
commissioners dated April 7, 10OO, antt 
subject to the approval and control 
of the secretary of war of the Vnited 
States. The munieipal.and provincial 

civ il governments, Which have been, 
or shall herenfter be established, in 
said Islands, and all persons perform- 
ing duties appertaining to the otli. es 
of civil government in snid islands, 
will, in res|>ect of such duties, report

"The military governor of the Phil- 
ippines is hereby relieved from the

steam-steering gear which has the dis- 
tinction of being the first one to te 
placed on a steamer plying in the wateis 
of ths Ohio or Mlslssippl river. In 
speaking of the fact, Captain J. F. Elli- 
son, Superindent of the Pittsburgh and 
Cincinnati Packet Line, said that the 
Hudson was the first passenger steamer 
on either the Ohio or Mississippi rivers 
to be equipped with steam-steering rig- 
ging, and the original one built by the 
makers of this type was placed on the 
Hudson. At that time the "gear" con- 
sisted of two steam cylinders which 
took hold of the tiller rope direct; the 
objection to this was that the power of 
the cylinders was so excessive that it 
caused frequent breakings of the tiller 
line. To remedy that the makers de- 
vised the present pattern of gear, which 
takes hold of the tillers themselves, and 
the tiller line acts as the valve to open 
or shut the valves that connect the 
steam. Boiler pressure Is not carried 
on these valves, hut a rerluctng valve 
that will limit the pressure to about ltd 
pounds Is placed on the main steam line 
from the boilers. The Cincinnati type 
of steam-steering gear that was used the 
first time, less than nine years ago on 
the Hudson, has proved so admirably 
suited to the work required that it 1* on 
nearly all of the better class of boats on 
both theOhlo and M lsslsslppi rivers, and 
has been introduced with marked suc- 
cess on the (ireat Lakes. Captain Elli- 
son, who In further discussing the Hud- 
son, in which he obviously takes a 
great interest and pride as he built apd 
commanded her for some years, said 
that she was the first boat out West to 
have a system of electrical call bells in 
her staterooms. When she was equip- 
ped with incandescent lights there were 
in the entire West 
that were so equipped. All of which 
goes to show ihat the Ohio river steam- 
boat people have kept abreast of the 
times for the Hudson Is far from being 
an old boat. The boat now that haw not 
both the steam-steering gear and electric 
lights is considered a back "number."
